On Wednesday, October 6, at6 r, M, we started for 'Yopeka 
under the official guidance of deputy sherif Georgo Davis, 
We hoped thenext day eur case would come before the Su- 
preme Court in such shapo as would permit it to be argued 

ully upon its merite But I was aware that tho prosecution 
would do all possible to delay proceedings, and as I had but 
little hope that we should bo releaeed, and tha event justi- 
fied my lack of faith, 

As our mixed freight and passenger train wound slowly in 
and out among the hills, traversing the broken wood and 
farm lands of sonthern Jefferson, ever-varying scones of 
quiet boauty met the gazo of naturo’s children. ‘Tho brilliant 
scarlep'of the sumac flamed in lovely contrast against the dull 
yellow of the basswood and elm, avn as tha twilight melted 
almost unperceptibly away into the soft moonlight of the 
serene October night and the stars same out'in the fath- 
omlesa bluo of the antumn skien, it seemed almost impossible 
for us to realize that wo, ouraptured with tho color and per- 
fume and musio of earth, sonsing within us the rhythmic 
order and stirred to the intensost feeling by tho mighty sub- 
limity of the Cosmos, should be bold as cnrminaLs because our 
Lenzts are touched by and thrill in harmonious response to 
pulse boats of tho great mother of ns nll, Ob, how the creeds 
have cursed the world!

to be there, thosonso of continual insult and dogradation,—- 
all these, everyihing, combined to wreck health, harden 
feeling, and deprave morals, 

Into this place we were put, being assigned to'a cell whero 
the slips upon the hard pillows woro, from long use, the color 
of Jeathor, and the blankets had the appearance of baving 
never been washed, It was inpossible to secure privasy in 
dressing or undressing, or during necessary closet work. 
From three sides the interior of the cell could be plainly 
seen by those without, and we could see parties on the sido- 
walk above upon their knees jecring dawn upon us. Upon 
the opposite aide, was a largo cell or corodor in which were 
many prisoners daring the day, From one cella heating 
pipo passed through the intervening wall and ground it was 
an unclosed espaco of some inches. Before we were aware of 
it, many of tho prisoners on the other sido had climbed up 
and taken observations through this aperture, At Inst one 
of tho prisovera with tho feelings of aman and the instincts 
of a gentleman, called ont to us and informed us what was 
going on, and subsequently during Thursday foronvon we 
several times heard him ordering tho others away fromm that 
corner ot tLe roon. , 

This was but tho beginning; until late Wednesday evening 
aud thon again Thureday morning, our cars were continns 
ally saluted with every conceivable call and ery of nu ote 
svope and a vulgar nature, ‘These sounds came from all parts 
of the prison, aud wore quito largely occasioned by our 
presence in theo jni It was most sickening to me, accus- 
tomed asovery mauis to vile langunge, but think what it 
must bavo been to a refined woman, a girl, to whom it came 
as n wholly now revelation of man's coarsenoss and depravity. 
‘rhat Lillian should be subjected to this terriblo outrage 
stirred my blood to fever hoat, and when I reflected that this 
crio against her had been rendorod possible by her old 
neighbors at Valley Falls, people who knew that she had 
committed no wrong whatever, I could scarcely rostrain my- 
self, ‘The villiany was so monstrous, the sense of helplessnesa 
go complete, that it seemed that no possible torture could 
equal the agony of those hours. 

At2p sof Thursday wo entered the Supreme Court 
room in the State Houso and were seated to the right of the 
door near tho judges. Our attorneys were Hon. David Over- 
meyer and Q, O. Clemens, of 'Lopeka, while the opposition 
was represented by Attorney General Bradford, County Ate 
torney Gilluly and L, A. Myers, Wo could not get the caso 
before the court, the judges deciding, after hearing n lengthy 
argument, that the complaint filed by Mr. Gilluly just after 
wo were taken to Oskaloosa after our prelimiuary examina- 
tion, prevented them from interfering. So we were ro- 
committed to the Jefferson county jail in default of bail. 
Tho only relief the court granted was to reduce my bail to 
S000 and Lillian's to $2350, 

About six o'clock we were taken back to tho jail, hating 
parted with Mr, Harman al the oflico of Mr, Overmeyer, ho 
(EL) stating that he would go to his hotel and get somo clean 
sheets for us and also bring alunch, ns but two moals per day 
aro furnished by the county. And he had brought some 
clothes und other articles for ma and bad'to get them to mo 
ihat evening, as he intended to go back to Valley Falls 
during the night. Whon we wers taken in, the jailor said he 
should havo to putus in separate colls, The thonght of 
Lillian lett alone and exposed in this place was most painful‘ 
but I auewered ina low and [fearasligutly broken voice, 
that I was sorry, and I added Mr. Hannan was coming down

„On Thursday the 14th of October, 1886, the case of 
E. C. Walker and Lillian Harman, imprisoned on the 
charge of “unlawfully and feloniou-ly living together 
as man and wife without being married," was called in 
the court of Judge Crosier at Oskolvosa, Kan. Attor- 
neys Overmeyer and G, C. Clemens for the defense, 
presented a petition for change of venue on the ground 
that the prejudice and excitement against the defend- 
ants were auch as to preclude the possibility of sad 
parties getting a fair and impartial trial by jury in Jef- 
ferson county. In evidence of this state of things 
extracts were read from five of the local papers pub- 
lished in the county—-two or three of which 
papers freely recommended the use of Jawless violence 
against the defendants and against the paper with 
which they are connected, 

This petition was denied, and the motion overruled 
by the judge. Some time was then occupied in secur- 
ing a pannel of jurors. The first witness called 
was M, Harman, the writer of this. In answer to qnes- 
tions put by state's attorney Gilluly the testimony of 
this witness was substantially as follows: 

Tam the father and only living parent of Lillian Harman, 
one of the defendants, She will be seventeen yenrs old in 
December next. Edwin O. Walker, tho other defendant is 
associated with mein editing the paper called Leraren, I 
was present atthe autonomistic marriage of these iwo per- 
sons on the 10th of September and gave my consent thereto. 
There was no magistrate, clergyman or other olicer of church 
or state present, Not having any use for church or state 
ollicials none such had been summoned or invited. The 
parties married themselyes in their own way, retaining or 
recognizing all that we doem good in marriage, as commonly 
understood, and oliminating that which we deem immoral, or 
that which may in the future result in immorality. There 
was no license from probate conrt exhibited on this occasion, 
We regard the license and civil officer as non-essential to 
marriage—that these formalities are directory to the officers 
and not probibitory as against us. We claim that wo haye 
violated no law of Kansus. 

Here the attorney interrupted with tlo question: 

“How long since you first mado that claim? Havo 
pou not repeatedly said that you defied the marriage 

aws of Kansas?” 

Before the answer could be given our counsel inter- 
sosed an objection which was sustained by the court. 

f I had been allowed to answer, the reply would have 
been something like this: 7 

We have said that we ignoro the technicalities of the 
statute lawin this matter, claiming as we do, that 
“marriage is a civil contract, in which the consent of 
the parties is essential,” as stated by the statute itself; 
and as nothing else is stated to be essential we legiti- 
mately inf that nothing olse 1s essential to marriage 
in Kansas, #'To vicdicate and maintain principles’ we 
may in future find it necessary to disoboy and even 
to defy statute law, as abolitionists disobeyed and de- 
fied statute law, but we do not think this alternative 
has yet been presented to us. 

Tho next witness on the stand was W, F, Hiser, the 
complainarit Nis testimony was substantially as fol- 

ows: 

“The last witness on the stand Is my step-father, I was at his 
honso on the 1th of September last, and saw and hoard the pro~ 
ceedings called by these defendants an autonomistic marringe. 
‘They occupied tho anme room daring tho night and came ont of it 
together next morning.” $ 

At tho dictation of attorney Gilluly Mr, Hiser said 
that ho heard Mr, Harman say on the evening before 
the day just mentioned that

In regard to this last statement of the witness I 
would here parenthetically remark, that while I have 
no recollection of using such language to him orto any 
one else, it is not impossible that something was said 
that mado such An impression on his mind. Our atti- 
tude onthe matter of law, however, has been, as al- 
ready said, an attitude of ignoring formalities and of 
protest against legal interference with our natural 
rights, rather than an attitude of defiance against Jaw 
as law, Again and again have wo iterated that we 
stand upon the Bill of Rights that guarantees tocvery 
American citizen tho right to lifo liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness so long as he invades no right of any 
ono elke, 

ais at the preliminary exanunation at Valley Falls, 
Mr, Overmoyer showed by an overwhalming array of 
argument, based on evidence deduced from statute law 
and fram precedents and rulings of the highest author- 
ilies, that we had done no wrong, had violated no law 
that is binding upon us, Io claimed, as we claim, 
that the parties are married, and if marricd they are 
entitled to the protection of the law. 

All to no avail!» The judgo in summing up, admit- 
ted that if either of theso parties were to marry with- 
out divorcethey would be liable to prosecution for 
bigamy, and yet with the logic of a politician or a pete 
tifogger, maintained that in Kansas a licenseand legal 
officer was necessary to marriage! He therefore in- 
structed the jury te return a verdict at “guilty” if from 
the evidenco they find that the parties have lived to- 
ge her as man and wife without first fhaving obtained 
a license and being then married by a legal officer, 

By this ruling E. C. Walker and Lilian Harman 
stand between Scylla and Charybdis! They are to bo 
punished because they are not married, and if they ac- 
cept that ruling and marry other parties then they 
must be punished as bigamists because they aro 
NOW MARRIED }! Shades of Lycurgus and Solon, here's 
wisdom for youl 

apparently the judge sensed the dilemma, tho self- 
stultification in which this ruling involved him, for 
though the jury very promptly, as in duty bound, 
brought inthe verdict of guilty, bo declined to pass 
sentence, but adjourned court and reserved his decis- 
ion UN Tuesday the 19th inst, 

Meantime the proper steps are being taken to carry 


the case to the Supreme court of Kansas. 


And thus this Kansas drama drags its tedious length 
along. Whether its ending 1s to be farcical, tragical 
or melodramatical is yet to be seen, To slow that 
some ludicrous features have becn developed we only 
have to mention the rulings of Judge Crozier. That 
some features bordering on the tragical and shocking 
have attended it we have only to read Mr. Walker's 
account of what occurred inthe Topeka jail, as given 
on our first page. If robbing a man and woman of 
their money, their time, their liberty and their health, 
and ifattempted robbery of their good name by false 
and slanderous reports sent all over the land—if {hese 
partake of the tragical then wo are having a largo 
share of that element. 

Time and space fail, and we must close this chron- 
icle till next week. Meantime wo wish again to thank 
most heartily all who hava sent ug words of cheer and 
material aid! Absence from office and multiplicity 
of distracting cares have prevented the acknowledg-

‘BIIAT MALRIAGE, 


To the “Outraged” Christians of Valles 
alls, Tauris, 

GenTLEMEN:— If, after the “terrible outrage” from 
which you have recently suffered at the hands of E. O, 
Walker and Lilhan Harman, you are sutticiently cool 
to be capablo of reagoning,’let us fora few moments 
reason together, in regard to this „terrible outrage.” 
In the first place, let us ascertain in what tho said 
“outrage” (?) consists. Having definitely determined 
the nature of the offence, wo can easily determine tho 
Kind and amount of punishment that should be inflict- 
ed upon the offenders, We can easily determina 
whether it is your duty as follawers of the “meek and 
Jowly Jesus” to arise in your offended majesty asa 
mob and execute summary vengeance upon these vio- 
lators of the “peaceand dignity ofthe state of Kan- 
sag,” or to patiently let the law (?) take its course. 

Of what, then, do these two parties stand charged? 
“Of marrying by contract,” you answer. Very good, 
Let us analyze the charge and ascertain whereir the 
criminality consists. ‘Choy married, Butis marrying 
acrime? Lf not were the parties unfitted in any way 
for entering into the marriage with cach qther? Hf 
not, what was there wrong or improper in them enter. 
ing into that relation? “Nothing wrong in that,” you 
answer, “but they married by contract.” Tho erimi- 
nality, then, consists in tho contract, does it? But is 
it a crime for two parties to enter into n contract to do 
a right and proper thing? And, without somo sort of 
contract or agreement, how can any man and woman 
enter into the marriage relation or into any other form 
of partnership? “There was nothing wrong,” you an 
awer, “either in their marrying or in their contracting 
but they failed to have a marriage ceremony perform. 
ed by a preacher or magistrate or other pérson author- 
ized by the laws of Kansas to perform such ceremo- 
nies,” Their criminality, then, consists, not in any- 
thing they have done butin something that they have 
neglected to have done by a preacher, a magistrate or 
some other person, 

Having now learned exactly -wherein their offense 
consists, let us next consider tha nature of.that offense 
All grave offenses consist either in what are called 
crimes or in what are called vicos, ‘The offense of 
these parties, then if thoy really be guilty of any of- 
fense atall must be either a vice or acrime, But 
what is a crime? A crimo consists in any injury dong 
to one individual or to one set of individuals by anath- 
er individual or set of individuals, <A vico consists in 
any injury done to an individuals self, or, rathor, by 
any oft repeated act, called a habit. 

If, then, the omission of tho defendanrs in this case 
to have a marriage mummery muttered in their prea- 
enco injured any other individual in Ins person, his 
property, his reputation, eto;-— if it invaded any of his 
inalignablo rights, then, of courso, they are guilty.of a 
crime, If, ontho other hand, this omission on their 
part injured only themselves, then, of course they are 
only guilty of a vice. And if this omission mjurod no 
ono at all then they are guilty of no offense at all, and 
their arrest, their imprisonment, &o. belig injuries 
done to them by other parties, become crimes on tho 
part of the perpetrators of theso injuries, whother 
these perpetrators bo simply individuals acting as such 
or combinations of individuals called the church, the 
state, &e. 

‘And now, gentlemen, will ono of you be so kind as 
to name any injury ofany kind done to yourself or to 
any other third party by the omitted act of these de- 
fendants? What inalienable right of any third party 
was invaded by the omission of that act? If you can- 
not name any such injury, then you must acquit them 
of crime, and must not inflict upon them any punish- 
ment at all, 3 

Letus now try them on the less gravo charge of 
vice, Will some ono of you, then, pleaso namo an in- 
jury ot any kind thatthey did themselves by the omis- 
sion in question? If you cannot name any such injury 
then you must hold them innocent of any offense 
whatever. And even it you should find them guilty 
of vico—guilty of injuring their stomachs, their livers, 
their kidneys, their organs of sex, &e.,by the omission 
in question, you have no right to inilict any additional 
injuries upon them in the way of punishments. Vices 
always bring their own punishments, aud are never 
punishable by other parties. 

“But,” you reply, “the Jaws of Kansas requira that 
persons, entering into the marriago relation, must have 
a marriage mummery muttered in their presenco by a 
preacher or some other party authorized to mutter 
such mummeries; and omitting to have such a mume 
mery muttered these dofendants violated the laws in 
question,” ‘Pheir offense, then, if it be an offense at 
all, is a purely political one; baa nothing todo with ci. 
ther right or wrong, virtue or vice, morality or immor- 
ality. ‘Their offense (?) is exactly similar to that of 
a physician, who without a license ventures to leal 
the sick, His act is, in iteelf a right and proper one, 
one that should not be prohibited—one thatshould not 
require any licensu—-any mummery from any third 

arty; one that shoula be merely a matter of contract 

utween the two parties interested, the physician and 
the patient, Ho has done nothing wrong-—he bas not 
injured any one, If, then, because of this right and 

roper act, he Le injured by fines, imprisonments, &o, 
inthe name of punishments, then the partics inflicting 
these injuries are criminals, thongh they be millions 
in number, though they be organized ns a state and 
though they they inflict the injuries according to a 
muminery gotten up by themsetyes and called a law.
